— The writing of an 
clastic enduring document is the chief concern 
o- the Constitutional Revision Assembly but it 
is guided by protection of individual right' 

\ greater pari of last week was consumed 
in debate over the new judicial section that 
establishes four branches, or courts to which 
liDga ts may resort — district, circuit, appeals 
and supreme 

The lowest level of court would be district 
where city, magistrate, quarterly and county 
be all consolidated into one. The next would 
be district which is approximately tantamount 
to our present Circuit Court Next would come 
the Court of Appeals and the court of last re* 
sort would be the Supreme which the Assem- 
bly hopes to establish. 

Debate at midweek, sparked by Delegate 
John Berry o! Newcastle, centered around the 
project Appeals Court that present language 
provides for division of membership to sit as 
a group of three in separate areas at the same 
time 

Berry has claimed that the Court of Appeals 
becomes the pour man's court, and the Supreme 
Court is the rich man s court Berry wants to 
do away with the Appeals Court and go direct 
from district to Supreme 

The drafters are not attempting to write 
tin legal lainujge of tiu* court - I a ipeals hut 
are leaving that to the judiciary and confirm:*- 
Don of the legislature. 

Former Gov. Bert T Combs pointed out 
that Die Supreme Court of the United States 
has become the poor man s court in recent 
philosophy 

First off the modern framers adopted the 

•Ot BUI Of Rights without change, but haw 
deleted 37 sections that time has caused to be 
obsolete 

Probbed by former Gov -Sen Earle C. Cle- 
ments the revisers have worked until dark this 
week trying to whip an acceptable document 
i to shape in time to give to the General As- 
sembly which meets January 4 Clements is 
chairman, hut there is no actual calendar date 
set for submission since the Assembly is func- 
tioning as an arm ot the legislature as an ad- 
junct of the Legislative Research Commission. 

Important philosophy agreed upon this 
jiasi week has been upgrading of the powers 
of the legislature, strengthening the adminis- 
trative branch, and now is broadening scope of 
Hie courts. 

Tentatively approved ii changing house 
terms from two to four years and senate terms 
from four to six years Half the House would 
be elected every two years ami a third of the 
Senate thus providing continuity of experience 
in the legislature. 



The document also reduces the n uniky 'of 
constitutional state officers from seven to Timr. 
It would provide for election of the governor 
l.ieute uit governor attorney general and -date 
auditor. Clerk of the Court of Appeals (<X su- 
preme, secretary of state, treasurer and sujier- 
intendent ol public instruction would become 
appointive No provision has been made, but 
the education superintendent probably would 
be appointed by an elected state board of edu- 
cation from districts, or by the governor. - 

Procedure of CRA now is approval of the 
proposed constitution bv sections, but all or any 
section may opened later for amendment, 
change or deletion 1:1 the final stages of ap- 
proval. 

The debate is lively with divergent opin- 
ions frequently consuming more than an hour 
on a single point This is the whetstone upon 
which the final product is being ground out 
for submission to the voters al some tune in 
the future, possibly in l!if»7 for their approx*).

As president of 
this company, let me reassure you as to the state of 
preparedness of YOUR electric company. 

I cannot Bay— no one can *ay— with absolute certainty 
that, given an unbelievable combination of circum- 
stances, such as a nuclear holocaust, such a vast outage 
could not occur on the American Electric Power System. 

But I can and do say that such an occurrence is incon- 
ceivable. Here are the reason* this is so: 

1. The AEP System essentially is a different kind of 
utility operation. It ha* been developed, over the past 
five decades, on a different set of principles. It has been 
planned, engineered, designed, built and is operated 
differently than the power »ystems affected. As a con- 
sequence, it behaves different ly in times of stress. 

2. While the AEP System consists of six operating com- 
panies, providing electric service in the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan, Virginia, West Virginia, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, it operates as a single integrated power 
supply system. Our chain of power plants is widely dis- 
persed, yet these generating stations are nonetheless tied 
together by a high-voltage transmission network second 
to none and the total operation ia fully integrated. 

3. Furthermore, aside from this wholly integrated gen- 
eration-transmission-distribution complex, AEP is “the 
most interconnected power system in the world.” Today, 
our System is tremendously strengthened and reinforced 
by 46 high-voltage interconnections with 21 different 
electric utilities surrounding the area we serve. We, in 
turn, strengthen and reinforce their power supply as 
well. Nor do these include nine high-voltage ties cur- 
rently under construction or projected. Properly de- 
signed regional interconnections produce strength, not 
weakness. 

4. The AEP System is magnificently safeguarded by the 
most modem array of protective equipment yet de- 
signed-devices that are completely automatic and op- 
erate at speeds, and with capacities, far above normal 
standards. 



5. In operation, each ffne segment of our transmission 
network is designed to have the capacity needed to de- 
liver power from ths generating plants to the load 
centers as well as to allow great flexibility in power flow 
over the entire System. Such flexibility is required in 
times of outages of generating capacity at the plants and 
in periods of additional "swings” of power across parts 
of the System resulting from emergency conditions on 
or outside the AEP System. 

6. Finally, engineering and computer studies are under 
way at all times, testing and checking the performance 
of the System under simulated conditions of most ad- 
verse character. By this, we mean the simulated loss of 
entire plants or lines, alone or in combination, either on 
our System or on the systems of neighboring utilities. 

All of these factors lead us to believe— and our studies 
reinforce this belief— that the System would meet any 
kind of severe emergency that we could contemplate 
without affecting customer service in any way. The sola 
exception to this, of course, would be in the immediate 
area of the emergency itself, and even here the System’s 
built-in safeguards would serve to minimize the scope 
and duration of any outage. 

Through the years we have experienced many emergency 
conditions on the System. On* such case was last April, 
when the worst tornados in U.S. history flattened wide 
areas of our System in Indiana and Ohio. A total of 27 
high-voltage lines and several substations were knocked 
out of service, including all 18 transmission lines feeding 
the city of Fort Wayne. Nonetheless, these tornados 
failed to interrupt a single kilowatt of load on the AEP 
System except to customers connected to those power 
lines that were flattened. 

( One of the viajor paradoxes of the November .9 blackout 
teas the cry that was immediately sounded for a public 
power grid of national scope as an ostensible remedy to 
prevent future outages of its kind— a cry that went up in 
face of thefuct that a government-owned power system was 
the responsible cause for the blackout in the first place.) 

A HP’s is a proud record of performance. Nevertheless, 
we have already taken steps to recheck our entire Sys- 
tem. We are doing this to determine if, in any way, we 
need further to strengthen or improve our protective 
system or our operating procedures. 

It is our aim to render the best electric service in this 
country. We will not fail. This is our pledge.
